Smith Talks 
To Parents on 
School Laws 

InterestinK Pi-ORiain Pre.sent- 
cd by Children of the 
Local School 

J. O. Smith, a member of the 
Sierra Madre .school board, gave 
the members of the Parent-Teach¬ 
er Association an illuminating 
talk on school laws at the Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon meeting. It was 
to be regretted there were not 
more parents present to obtain ;» 
better understanding of the re¬ 
strictions and re<|uirements under 
which the local schools are oper¬ 
ated. 

Among the things di.scussed by 
Mr. Smith were the limitations 
which prevent this elementary 
school district from providing 
junior high school work, the ne¬ 
cessity for making our grammar 
school courses dovetail with the 
junior and .senior high school work 
as provided by Pasadena high 
school district, and the probability 
of a state law which would pro-1 
vide for county control of all ele- 1 
mentary school districts whicn are 
not a part of an indepemlent 
chartered city district. He urged 
the parents to recognize the value 
of our junior and senior high ' 
school facilities and pointed out, 
the improvement in bus service! 
and other conditions which have 
caused criticism in the past.

Walter VV. .Alley eliminated a 
lot of mystery and misunder.stand- 
ing from the subject of aviation 
at the .social meeting of the Ma¬ 
sonic lodge Tue.sday night. Avia¬ 
tion was one of the .series of odu- 
ication.il topics taken up among 
: the Ma.sonic lodges during the 
current year and .Mr. .Alley's ad- 
dres.s was well calculated to en¬ 
lighten the layman. Convers L. 
I'w} cross, master of the lodge, 
was in charge and the speaker 
was introduced by Donald C. .-Vsli- 
more, past master. 

Sketching briefly the histoiy of 
aviation, .Mr. .Alley devoted a con- 
^ider;lble portion of his talk to 
the development of the art of lly- 
'ing during the last fifteen years, 
with special reference to coninier- 
I'ial flying. He predicted that avi¬ 
ation as a sport, nearly lost sight 
of, will make great strides in the 
near future. With a large map 
of the United States showing pres¬ 
ent commercial aviation route.s, 
.Mr. .Alley pointed out the prob¬ 
able e.xtensions within the next 
few years and prophesied that a 
very large proportion of all first 
class mail will travel by air. 

Comparing commercial aviation 
in Europe and -America, .Mr. .Alley 
said that while iiassoiiger carrying 
is much more common in Europe 
tliaii in .America, a large propor¬ 
tion of the passengers on Euro- 
I peun phines are .American tourists. 
Furthermore, those air lines are 
all operated under government 
subsidy with the idea of military 
preparedness. On the contrary, 
commercial aviation is paying its 
own way in .America through pri¬ 
vate initiative and enterprise and 
thus seems on a surer basis. 

So interested were Mr. Alley’s 
hearers in his remarks that at the 
close he was bomhardeil by iiues- 
tions from fully half his audience. 
He showed a wonderful grasp of 
his subject by his readiness with 
answers to questions on all phases 
of aviation.

Propose New 
Scenic Hiway 
On Foothills 

Would Extend from Mount 
Wilson Toll House to 
Baldwin Avenue 

Flngineer Visions Time When 
Project Will Reach to 
San Bernardino 


This month will see the first 
ste)) toward the construction of a 
new scenic highway which may 
point toward a fuller utilization of 
the natural beauty of our moun¬ 
tain slopes in the development of 
a scenic and pleasure highway 
system in the San Gabriel Valley. 

The idea of this beautiful high¬ 
way is the conception of a well 
known Pasadena civil engineer, 
Francis C. McMillan, now connect¬ 
ed with the Los Angeles county 
flood control district. It is being 
promoted by many of the promi¬ 
nent citizens and land owners 
along its route. 

The proposal is for a highway 
from Altadena to Sierra Madre 
closely following the base of the 
' the mountains and Mr. McMillan 
states that the county board of 
.super\isors have ordered its sur¬ 
vey and that the county surveyor 
will begin work this month. 

This road, when completed will 
be one of the most beautiful scenic 
highways in all Southern Califor¬ 
nia, rivalling Mulholland Drive 
and other .scenic boulevards in the 
breadth of its outlook and in the 
natural beauty of its surround¬ 
ings. The route as proposed will 
begin northwest of the Mount 
Wilson toll hou.se, near the corner 
of Bowring Drive and Rubio Drive 
and running easterly overlooking 
and across many magnificent 
estates, such as Fox Ridge, Kin- 
eloa Ranch, Hastings Ranch, Si¬ 
erra Madre Villa, Pasadena Glen, 
the famous Sierra Madre .Arbore¬ 
tum, Scenic Point, and ending at 
a point north of Boldwin -Avenue. 

.Although the present proposal is 
only about si.x miles in length, 
this highway may be the begin¬ 
ning and first link of of a true 
Foothill Boulevard, skirting the 
base of the mountain range and 
eventually reachimr from the San 
Bernardino and Redlands district 
to the San Fernando Valley, mak¬ 
ing it one of the most magnifi¬ 
cent scenic drives in .America if 
not in all the world. 

The project has the endor.sement 
of the county board of super\'is- 
ors, the county regional planning 
commission, the Sierra Madre 
planning commission, Lamanda 
Park Business Men’s .Association, 
and many other civic organiza¬ 
tions.
